In  the  regions  where  public  interest  in  forestry  is  general  private 
land-owners  have  taken  kindly  to  the  Idea  of  planting  worn-out  fields 
and  eroding  hillsides  to  treesc  The  Forest  Service  is  reforesting 
extensively  on  denuded  lands  acqtilred  for  National  Forests,  water 
companies  have  planted- rather  extensively  for  the  protection  of 
watersheds,  and  States  and  towns  have  freely  planted  on  State  forests 
and  on  town  forestso  Reforesting  wasted  lands  Is  sound  land  use  practice 
but  sometimes  sentiment,  more  than  economics,  is  responsible  fc..
